TH ER E is nothing more laudable^ 
undoubtedly than the love of one's 
native country, becaufe nothing has pro- 
duced more elevated inftances of heroic 
greatnefs than this principle, which yet, 
however praife worthy it is, mud be 
owned to take its rife from prejudice, and 
to be the offspring of a partial attach* 
ment to one peculiar fpot of land, one 
yoL IL B particular 
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particular fee of men, that we are acquainted 
with, in preference to a variety of others, of 
which to fay the truib, we can never be 
competent judges, till by our own expe* 
rience, or that of others, we have fully exa- 
mined and compared their refpeftive me- 
rits with xhofe of the darling objtfbs we 
adore. For the greater part of mankind^ 
it is very apparent, neither have the leifure 
nor abilities to make fuch an examination, 
and yet it will be found that thefe, in gene* 
ral, are the men in whom this principle is 
moft prevailing. Attached to a certain fet 
of manners and cuftoms from their birth, 
they dread worfe than death to change 
them ; and having never known any coun- 
try but their own, that muft neceffarily ap- 
pear the bed in the world to them, becaufe 
it is the only one they are acquainted with. 
This love for their country, whilft it has 
occafioned fome men to do noble deeds, 
has caufed others to commit wild extrava- 
gances. There is no light without its 
ihade, no good without its inconvenience. 
Nothing is bad, but as far as it is prac- 
tifed to excefs, or attended with accidental 
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evils which defeat the prpmiied endi 
or, in fliort, when the abufe of it is greater 
than its ufe. This aiFedtion for a peculiar 
climate, is not free from many abfurdities ; 
yet to point them out were but a thankiefs 
talk, fince we find them, together with 
their firft principle, every day decreaiing* 
We live in an age, thank Heaven! in 
which there is no great danger of its excefs. 
The prevalence of fclf-love, will fufficient* 
ly prevent its mad enthufiafm, and may 
be ufcd as a comfortable antidote againft 
jts very worft effefts. Having premifed 
thus much, we will now refume the thread 
of oqr hiftory. 

Gafpar and his guide continued their 
journey without meeting with any thing 
worth our relating here, till he reached the 
extremity of his native country ; and in« 
d^ tbere was little reafon to expeft 
My, fince they bad it in charge from their 
principal, to travel with all pofiible expe^ 
ditioat till tbfy^ (boiuld arrive at the fea*- 
fide.

^* acquaintance, contribute ftill farther to 
^< render the place dear to him : while he 
** is furrounded by thefe, it is no wonder 
** that he continues delighted with it, and 
«< thinks that a cruel fentence which di* 
^* vides him from what he holds mod 

" dear. 
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^ dear. But what has all this to do with 
•* my circumftances ? For a man like me, 
•* who has no friends, no kindred to part 
** from ; who, as already I have declared 
•* to the college, am even unacquainted 
** with thofe to whom I owe my being ; 
^' what fignifies it to fuch an one, m what 
•* place he refides, or whither his duty calls 
"him? I call Heaven td witnefs, that it 
** is a matter of indifFerente to me, whi- 
*^ ther I am lent. I have now no bonds, 
no ties upon me *, I have renounced all 
private connexions, and acknowledge no 
•• other fociety than with the holy fatheris 
** of our order ; whofe members, I doubt 
** not but I (hall find very numerous 
•* wherever we bend our courfe, fince they 
*• have Iprcad themfelves fo fuccefsfully 
** over the peopled earth.** 

** Your (cntiments, my dear compd- 
" nion," returned father Gonfalvo, " are 
extremely juft, and your conclufions in 
general, very decifive. Only, as to whkt 
you laft faid, that though it be mod true 
that our facred order, that plant of Loy- 
** ola, raifed as it were from a grain of 
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muftard-feed, has fpread its lofty bran- 
ches over great part of the habitable 
world-, though Pegu and Siam» and 
the Ethiop Line have known us,, tho* 
America has confeiled us on her fartheii 
fhores ; yet, Gafpar» I would not have 
you forget^ that there are in being whde 
nations of worfe favages than thofe ; — of 
heretics^ who rebel againll our holyr 
churchy and perfecutc her lervants. A- 
mong thefe, it is not impoffible but our 
fovereign Pontiff*, whofe will we are all 
bound to obey, may one day fend us^^ 
and then, my Iriead, will come the trial :

only, but for the fecurity of us and of our 
mlQion : then we fliall be fo far from 
enjoying the open fociety of our bre- 
thren, that we mud meet them only by 
ftealth, and (erve our pious caufe by 
fubtle wit and deep-laid ftratageros. It is 
for this, that the fons of Ignatius are fo 
alliduous to chufe men of conftancy and 
" of difcretion, firm to bear, and ready to 
t' extricate thcmfelves fr5m cmbarraff- 
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*• ment$> ferviDg thereby, the churchy 
*^ themfelves, and us« As fuch an one* 
*^ they have made choice of you \ and if I 
** prefage aright, yovi will not (hame their 
^^ ele&ion ; fuch is my confidence in your 
•* early merit." 

To this fpeech, Gafpar made no direfl 
reply; but looking back once more to* 
wards his native country, heexprcfled him- 
felf in the following manner: 

•* Well, then Spain, thou nurfc of my 
•• younger years, I leave thee to travel, as it 
•* fcems, I know not whither : of this, 
•• however, I am refolved, that wherever 
•• the Holy Father, or our facred order 
" directs me, thither I (hall with pleafure 
** betake myfelf. And as to difficulties 
*• and dangers they are loft on me, or lerve 
" but to increafethc ardour of my purfuics.

^* you a found heart and firm courage, able 
** to endure every thing, and which will not 
*^ be found to (hrink in the trial. It is his 
" Holinefs's, it is our mother the church's ; 
^^ it is yours, O father, and fo it ihall be 
** even to my life's end. Once more, 
•* Spain, adieu ! thou art no longer my pe- 
*' culiaf country. I will find one fuited to 
** me in every climate of the peopled 
'' earth/* 

Thus our hero finifhed his farewcl of his 
country ; and foon after, by the manage- 
ment of his companion, embarked with a 
fair wind for Marfeilles, in the South of 
France.

*< would infalliUy as much tire you in the 
^* hearing, as my(elf in the tedious relatkni

*M am the the daughter of Don Ga« 
^ brid de Terceras, by which appellation, 
<« with that of I^enora prefixed, I was 
<< known in my maiden ftate. My mo* 
<^ ther dying when I was young, and Don

** him to the new world, he left one then an 
^^ in&nt under the care of Donna Eftifania, 
f ^ hb fifter, a peeviOi old widow (tf fifty, 
^^ who was my peipetoal torment, as {he 
^^ was alfo of her late hufband's daughter^ 
«« by a former wife,, in quality of whofe' 
«< guardian (he aisled ; the confequence of 
^^ which treatment was, that it roufed a fpt* 
^^ rit of reientment in both of us which 
![! fet us, as we were always together, to 
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•• contriving perpetually how,in our turns^ 
«* to vex and difoblige her j many child*-* 
*« i(h tricks we played her not worth my 
<< repeating, and the old Duenna, ta 
** whom (he found herfelf obliged ta 
«« intruft us, gencraHy came in for a ihare 
•* of the mifchief intended her. But, at 
length, this latter, with whofe natural 
temper wc were in reality very little

^< me with one M. de Platin, an acquaint 
** tancc of his, for a miftrefa of that gen- 
^' tieman'sy whom he had taken a fancj; 

*^ to. 

** Platin happened to have more of hu- 
<^ manity in his compofition than my be-* 
*' trayer. He laid afide the felfifli views 
*^ of luftful defire -, he regarded me as an 
*' objeft of compaflioa, and fumifhed mc 
*' with all the neceflaries for the apr 
proaching feafon, without ever afking 
a return, nor mentioned his pa01oa 
*' till I was recovered from my lying- 
** in, the fruit of which was a dead 
*' child. Before this he had provided for 
** me merely as a generous friend -, thca 
** he difclofes the bafenefs of Marville, to.-. 
[^ gethcr with is own defires, which howr^ 
ever he vowed Ihould be regulated only 
by my pleafure.

•^ paper had any great efFeft upon me.

*^ difappoint^d woman, and tearing it 
t^ acrofs, threw it upon the ground with

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** contempt. Mariottc, who followed rne^ 
*< as ihe has fince told ^me, picked it up^

•* which I appeared at Marfeilles,confirmed

"that once done, when he found too late 
that there was fome reafon for jealoufy, 
he proved himfelf as fufceptible of it as 
" another man. The Dominican had al- 
" ready been pointed out to him ; and 
*' Elvira, who had heard it all from a 
•* companion of the friar's, with whom he 
** thought the fecret fafe ; fhe, I fay, being 
** apprized of my confeflbr's return into 
•'Spain, recommended M. deSampre to, 
^ apply to thofe who would narrowly watch 
" his conduct. The event was fuch as I 
** fliall never forget ; for I am' fure it was 
*' near proving fatal to me. My hufband, 
«* inftruded as he was, eafily furprized us 
*• when we were fecure, and leaft of all 
fufpeded him. He would not proceed

" make ufe of, fhe prefently withdrew, but 
** prefently returned with fon^ linen and 
** very good clothes, water, and all thfe 
** other apparatus for drefs -, fhe left thcfe 
•* alfo, together with a little note opeh 
^* on the table, and then retired as before. 

« When 
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•* When (he was gone I examined the 
*^ paper, and found its contents to be to 
" this cfFcd.— 

** Leonora de Sampre is accufed of ut- 
•* tering certain blafphemous and fcan- 
** dalous words againftour facred religion^ 
•* aqd the holy inquifition. Leonora would 
** be already condemned to the flames, but 
♦* that the reverend Don ■ has en* 

•• gaged for her, and ftands bound to pro- 
*' duce and to clear her before the court j 
*' how much then does (he owe to him j 
•' if (he prove tradable, her crimes may 
be palliated ; if obftinate, he can no 
longer be expeded to protect an in- 
grate. Leonora cannot (except through 
afFeflat ion) pretend to mifunderftand the 
purport of thefe fentences : (he will do 
** well to refolve fpeedily how (he will con- 
*' du£t herfelf to tibofe in whofe hands is 
** her inevitable fate.—- 

"I faw plainly the drift of this epiftle ; 
*• I had two things to chufe, death or 
** compliance ; it was eafy to guefs on 
'' which of thefe my choice muft fall ; I 
t^ was far. from being prepared for the 

" former. 
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former, and muft neccflarily deem the 
latter more eligible. I had juft reco- 
*' vered from the furprife this billet had 
** thrown me into, when the maid came 
** the third time to me, and told me that 
** Don — — fent his compliments, and 
** would do himfelf the pleafure of dining 
** with me. I made no other anfwer but a 
nod of approbation, and within three 
hours (during which time I amufed my- 
•* felf with drefling and perufing various

•* powerful friends and interceflprs,— I 
" anfwered very humbly, that I could ne- 
*** ver enough acknowledge my obligation^ 
•* to fuch friends, whoever they might be, 
^^ and that I fliould be glad to be ao- 
"quainted with them, that I might cx- 
** prefs my gratitude. The inquifitor re^ 
*^ plied, — It was not impoflible but that i 
" might have fuch an opportunity before 
" long, if I were iraSiable^ and followed 
•* direftions, *— ^ The fignifkant air with 
*' which he uttered this fentence, and the 
•^ repetition of the word iraStahle^ which 
" I had before taken notice of in the let- 
** ter, were fufEcient to give n^ to undec- 
*^ (land a great deal \ but when I would 
*' havr urged thedifcoqrfe farther^ the two 
** gentlemen declined it, and called for 
*' co&e and cards \ and thus we amufed 
" ourfelves till fun ^fet, when they with- 
" drew \ and foon irfter, the maid whom 

"I 
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*^ J had l^n fo often before, retprhcd, and 
gare me a hint chat it would not be pro- 
per for nae to fallen my chamber door 
** at night, when I went to bed. I took 
** it, and complied. Need I relate the 
** fequel ? Some one (I could not perceive, 
•* but might eafily guels whom) entered 
** my room in tjhe night, and thus com- 
" pleted the infamous adventure. 

" I was detained for a long time in 

" thcfe apartments belonging to Don , 

** how much longer I might have remained 
** there, or what would have been done 
" with me, when he chofe to difmifs me, I 
«' know not ; but my hufband was a 
** Frenchman. The inquifitors had had* 
«* the infolence, not being apprized of 
^' this (or pretending that they were not) 
** to fecure him, under colour of keeping 
** him to make good his allegations. But 
•* he had fome friends among his country- 
** men, who faw him feized, that made 
*' their complaints, and by means of the 
** French ambaffador's remonfl:rances,whofe 
" matter's troops had formerly wrought 
«* wonders with them in the kingdom. 
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^ got him fet at liberty immediately. 
^< When he Was himfelf difcharged, he 
** next applied to his excellency to folicit 
" in my behalf: for though he had made 
"complaints againft the Dominican, yet 
*' he had no intention to bring me before 
*' the court of inquifition« The ambafla- 
** dor found it, however, a much harder 
** tafk to get my difcharge than he had 
*' to procure my hufband's. Indeed, it 
•* is very probable that with all his power 
** and intereft, this latter woiild not have 
*< been efFeded at all, if it had not been for 
*' the remembrance of the rough manner in 
** which the inquifitors had been treated 
** by the French commanders forces, years 
*' before that, whofe complaints when the 
" Catholic king heard, he was obliged to 
*' excufe himfelf from redreffing them. 
** The fathers being gently reminded of thefe 
** things, the confideration had fuch an efFeft 
•* on them,that loth as they were to grant my

'* tereft, which, backed with the king's au- 
*' thority, now folicited it. In Ihort, after a 
** confinement of twenty-five days, I one 

*' morn- 
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" morning found a paper on my tabled 
** which I opened, and read as fol- 
** lows:— 

" — The inter^ft of Don — — has at 
** length prevailed fo far, as to procure 
** the releafe of Leonora, If (he be wifej 
*^ (he will confign to oblivion all that has 
** pafled ; otherwifc (he is to remember, 
** that the inqui(ition in Spain never dies. 
** To-morrow (he will be prepared to de- 
^^ part, and within three days (he will be 
"at liberty." — 

" This gave me nofmall pleafure. It had 
•* been intimated to me, that' the inqui- 
*' (itors made ufe of ftrange means to 
*' procure themfelves miftrefles, fome of 
** whofe footfteps to their den of (hame, 
*' (like thofe of the beads to the fick 
•* lion's,) were to be traced ; but of their 
** return no veftiges remained. I was 
** therefore not a little uneafy to think what 
" might become of me, when it (hould be 
** judged proper to difmifs me. I had not 
*' been kept faclofe, but that, in fpite of 
^^ all the arts ufed to blind me, I had 
** grounds to fufped the reverend fathers 

" had 
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•* hid other females in their cuftody j but 
** how they dealt with them was a myf* 
** tery : only it feemed that they came 
•* with great noifc and hurry, but went off 
*' in filence and fecrecy. I was now pro* 
^< miCed a fair and public difcharge ; it 
•* was no wonder then that I ftuck ac no- 
•* thing to obtain it. The next day the 
^' maid came and di£rdbed me of thk

** confidered them as infults, which bring- 
ing to my mind the unhappy condition^ 
to which guilt had reduced me, occa- 
** fioned me to burft into tears, and to 
** vow that nothing lefs but abfolute force 
*' ihould make me continue in pradlices 
** which my heart ftill abhorred. On this 
•* the fervant of the holy office quitted me, 
** and vowed in his turn,that he would urge 
•* me to nothing which might be detrimen- 
tal to my peace, and that if I were fincere 
in my profeflions,hc would put me in the 
way of maintaining them, and of re- 
aflfuming with advantage the paths of 
*' honour and of virtue. I cannot fay 
•* that this difcourfe gained much credit 
'' with me, though it was accompanied 
•* with feme very folemn proteftations 
** which he was making, when my go- 
vernefs entered, very much affrighted, 
and told me, that my hufband was un-

** fitoation, 1 believe, I Ihould have fought 
*^ out the fervant of the holy ofiice, had I 

** known 
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•* known where to find him ; but^ igno- 
•« ratnt of this, I could not tell where to ap- 
ply, and began to feel myfcif in circum- 
ftances nearly fimilar to thofe which 
•* Elvira wifhed, and almoft prophe- 
•• fied fhould befal me.— I faw nothing 
** remaining, but to take up my former

•* after on my marriage with M. de

•* who was a jeweller at Madrid. As it

" Whenfhe had heard me out, — '^ I do

" but you have yet.youth and comelinefs

•' M. Samprc, it is not impoffible but

*• decreed, that neither of you (hall tafte of 
** felicity in a married (late. Proceed then 
** as if you were fingle, and even let him 
«* do the fame. Your hu(band is a French- 
** man, and if he lives, be a(rured he will 
^^ ad with fuch a gallantry as I have 
** mentioned. As to yourfelf, I lay no- 
** thing 5 but if you were in my country 
** again, you might again be admired, and 
** again be happy.*' — 

" I proteft to you, holy father, that 
"perceiving the drift of her difcourfe, I 
•* argued with all my might againft it. 
•' In Gonclufion, (he told me (he would 
*• leave me to myfclf till fome news of my 

" hufband 
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«» hufband could be procured. In the 
•* mean time, I was welcome to command 
** her hufband*s houfe, on the condition

•* himfelf ; he faw me then, and after

" was the confequence. The Frenchman 
*' profecutes by law, while the Spaniard 
*• folicits a difpenfation from Rome to ren- 
•• dier his fecond marriage valid. While 
** each courted me to remain with him, I 
*• forfook them both, and threw myfelf 
*• into a convent, where I intended to pafs 
«« at leaft this interval in peace, and after- 
" wards, if poffible, to get myfelf ad- 
** mitted. But here one of the firft per- 
*« fons who prefented himfelf to my view 
" was the Dominican, now confeflTor to 
•' the nuns. I could not endure his fight, 
•' and departed thence more haftily than 
«« I had come thither. I could not think 
** of returning to Mariotte •, for I feared

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'^ lady, who bad known me whilft I was 
*^ yet at M. Dimanche's houfe, and telling 
•• her my cafe, I was taken into her pro-

•• (he fet off. I then embarked with her 
•' for France. But when we reached 
^' Marfeilles, (he was taken fick, and there 
** flie died, leaving me indeed poffeffcd

*> perfon of what I valued mod, a fincere 
" and worthy friend. It is but a month 
•* fince her death, and in the courfe of 
** that time, I have been difcovered by* 
** fome of my countrymen here, and have 
•* been informed that M. de Sampre, 
** whofe widow I pafs for, is fpee'ding hi- 
^^ ther to claim me as his wife, whilft oi> 
*' on the contrary, Don Carafla every day 
** expefts a difpenfation, which if he re- 
** ceives, he will follow me, and thefe 
•• two will chace me all over France, and 
*' Spain too, (hould 1 return thither. Wha« 
*• then, holy father, would you have me 
^ doj in this perplexity of my fituation ? 

•'How 
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" How (hall I atone to heaven for my 
pad Gondu(Sb ? how fecurc to myfelf^ 
in my future days, the blcflings of 
peace and tranquillity, and once more 
to tread in thofe paths of virtue which 
•' I have too early and too often forfaken ? 
** Kneeling at your feet, I crave your ab- 
" folution, your blefling, and your pious 
" advice in chefe moft intricate affairs, how 
*' I may bed make amends to the injured, 
** and behave like what I would wilh to 
** become, a true penitent, and a con- 
** verted finner.'* 

Gafpar paufed here •, he gave the bleiT- 
ing and abfolution^ but as to the advice 
and atonement, together with the penance 
neceflary, he required a longer time to 
confider on thofe circumftances, in the 
courfe of which, he thought to confult his 
fenior and others more {killed in cafuifti-

•« At

*^ who has been but too often the witnefs 
*^ of your fhamelefs irregularities. But 
*' open the door/' continued the fame 
voice, ^* and let in him who perhaps ia 
•• come but juft early enough to impart to 
you the fecret he promifed, and to pre- 
vent you from adding to your other 
•* crimes, one that would as far ex- 
** ceed them, as the waters of the bound* 
•* lefs fwelling ocean do thofe of the nar- 
*' row gently- purling (Ircam.** — Thus ad*' 
monifhed, Gafpar gave the perfon who^ 
had fpoken all this admittance, and in bint 
beheld no other than Bertram de Torres, 
Familiar of the holy office, and his very 
particular friend and patron, to whom he

A Converfation between two holy Fathers^ and 

other Matters. 

WHILE Madame de Sampre was 
bufied in reading her letters, Ber- 
tram withdrew to fome perfons, who wait- 
ed for him in the inn, and our hero re- 
turned to father Gonfalvo, to whom he 
related all that had pafTed between himfelf 
and Leonora, not forgetting to mention 
the fudden entrance of his old friend Ber- 
tram, whom fortune had doomed him 
every where to meet where he leail ex- 
pefted him, and whofe adventures feemed 
as it were interwoven in the tiflue of 
his own. The narrative was long, 
though he much abridged it ; however, 
Gonfalvo, liftcning attentively, anfwered,

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«< If I miftakc not, my dear companion, 

^* ^ou will alfo fkid Leonora to have fome 

** intereft in your adventures, which, ex- 

•* traordinary as they may have "hitherto 

** feemed, are not likely to prove lefs fo 

'•* in future : for you muft be introduced 

** in different charaftcrs to the meancft 

**. offices, and to the courts of princes. 

*' To the duke de Sombre is our firft dcftf- 

** nation ; him I am to addrefs with all 

** the policy I am mafter of, in the qua- 

^* liry of his confefibr, as he thought fit to 

** fend for one of our fociety for that pur- 

^^ pofe. In the mean time, you muft at- 

'^ tend another nobleman of fome rank 

** in the fame quality ; but as he is fup- 

•*.pofed to incline to the other party, your 

*^ chief bufinefs will be to have a watchful 

^* eye over him, and to inform yourfelf 

*' how much he is permitted to fway the 

*' king, and what fhare he enjoys of his 

*^ confidence. I need not inform you of 

•* the fteps which the parliament have 

** taken to the detriment of the clergy, in 

^' which the church in general being con* 

tt cerned, bisholme& has, thought pn>per 

"to 
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^^ to fend fome to interfere in the budnefs, 
^^ kft, like a neighbouring nation, the 
*^ Gallic power (hould by degrees attempt 
^^ to (hake off its dependance on the holy 
**^ Roman fee. Why the fupreme head of 
** the church hath not thought proper, at 
^^ this time, more immediately to interfere 
by his nuncio, is a matter which I iball 
not here difcufs. Perhaps hereafter that 
may alfo be done. But, to return to what 
^* more nearly concerns us : If the mc- 
•* thods I fpeak of (hould hot anfwer the 
** expcftations formed of them, we (hall 
** have occafion to change our charafters, 
'* and you muft fink below your fphere. 
^^ Perhaps I may have occafion to do the 
** fame, and we (hall then have a very dif- 
•* ficult ta(k to manage, which being ac- 
** compli(hed, both of us, you in particu- 
** lar, mull rife as high as we have de- 
*^ fcended low, and blaze out in the front 
*• of the French court in grandeur not our 
•* own, Siich is the pofture of affairs at 
*^ prefent in that nation, that it is an hun- 
** dred to one but we (hall have occafion 
•* for all thefe ftretches of policy, before 
Vol. II. E "'wc 
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•* enabled to rule the hearts of princes, to 
fway their cabinet councils, and to reign 
in the moft diftant ftates, perhaps more 
*' abfolutely and more efFcdbually than ever 
** the emperors of Rome did over the con- 
*' quered nations of the fubjedt earth. 
'* Their government was confined to Eu- 
•• rope, Afia, and Africa, and many of 
** the two laft ftates fcarccly knew their 
** names, or imagined that fuch an em- 
•' pire exifted. Amidft all their boafted 
^ conquefts, the viAorious Romans ne- 
** ver fo much as dreamed of the new 
•* world. But the fovereign pontiff has, 
*' by our means, extended the church's 
** dominions over the vaft Atlantic ocean. 
*' And the fociety of Jefus, to fhew its ex- 
•* tcnfive fway, and what it can do, inde- 
** pendant of any other power on earth, 
*^ has, on the weftern continent, on max- 
^^ ims of the founded policy, eftablifhed 
*^ a happy and a lafting dominion, which 
«* exifts even in the very centre of the 
*' realms of the moft powerful princes in- 
** deed, to whom they pay but the mere 
^ ihadow of a ceremonious obedience. 

« Thither 
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** Thither, if ever fortune fliould frown 
upon them in Europe, as fome have 
pretended to forefee, and if heaven 
•* (hould withdraw its proteftion from 
** them in the Chriftian world, thither 
** they mean to retire, to make thofe fer- 
•* tile lands their feat of refidv nee, and on 
the pleafant banks of the American 
plata to join their brethren, who govern 
^* there over a numerous and a willing 
•* people."— 

. Gafpar, perceiving Gonfalvo to paufe 
here, having a deGre to hear more of this 
eftablifhment of the Jefuics in America^ 
of which he had read fome imperfect ac« 
account, requefted his companion* to pro- 
ceed, who, willing to oblige him» thus 
continued his difcourfe. 

" There is nothing more honourable 
•* than that dcfire of knowledge, which 
" every one may obferve in you, except 
V it be the willingnefs which you. fhew 
" to receive inftru6lions, and to confefs 
** where your own information are not fb 
*• perfedl as you could wifli them. I Ihall 
** thercrforc, now I have a leifurc hour, 
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•* the mbro readily accord to your re- 
u queA, and give you a faithful relation^ 
t which 1 myfelf know to be true, 
having reltded feme years upon the 
** very fpot. 

•' The country called Paragunj^ m- 
*^ eluding a vaft traft of land in the 
•* foutbern hemifphere, was firft found by^ 
*' John de Solis, grand pilot of Ca(lUle» 
^^ by one of thofe accidents which have 
'^ often been the primary means of grand 
^^ difcoverifs, when he iailed from Spaia 
^ in the year 1516, to cofnpkre thfe ftir^ 
*• vcy of the ooaft of Brazil, which bad 
** been firft found out by the Portuguefe^ 
^* fixteen years before that period. This^ 
^^ man, wbo was one of tbc ableft navi:^ 
** gators of his lime, fuffcring himfelf to 
^^ be deceived by the friendly fignals,madc 
^ to him by the natives of that then in- 
•* hofpitable country, was imprudent 
•* enough to truft himfelf on (hore with a 
•* few of his followers, and paid his 
•* life for his error. The favagcs, as foon 
^' as they had deluded them far enough to 
" intercept their return to their veffcl, put 

^^ them 
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*^ them to death -, and, as the writers o£ 
^ thofe times afErm, roafted and eat their 

V carcaflcs in the (ight of their compa- 
^^ nionSp whp put to fea immediately, and 
^' returned to Spain, little fatisfied with 
•> this their fifft difcovcry of Paraguay, 

V and its inhuman inhabitants. 

. . ** A few years afterwards fome Portu- 

V guefe, who were bent upon expeditions 

V of this nature, unhappily penetrated into 
M the country, and met with a fate almoft 
V' as tragical fome being butchered, and 
^* others drowned by the barbarous In- 

V dians. Notwithftanding all which, Se* 
f* bafttao Cabot, in 1526, failing fouth- 
f ' ward with Z fleet pf five fhips, took 
ft^ pofleflioo pf fome parts of this country, 
f« and built forts in it, and from that aera 
f^ the Spanifli fettlethents there may be 
♦* firA dated. To giye you only a fum- 
^^ mary of the evils the coloiiifts had to 
^* encoupter with in the beginning, would 
^^ take more time than would weary 
*^ the moft patient and attentive perfon. 
** Suffice it to fay, they found the natives 
^^ beyond expreiTion barbarous, idolatrous,

•• whoremongers, drunkards, murderers, 
** delighting, as it is faid, in devouring 
*• human flefh, and,in fliort, given to every 
•' enormous vice chat human nature is 
** capable of, in its moft aibandoned and 
•* uncivilized ftate. It rs true, after 
*' the ex pence of much blood and trca- 
*• furc from time to time, our coontry- 

** men at laft madefome refpeftable fettle- 
*• ments among them ; but they never 
could thoroughly acquire the confi- 
dence of thofe they fubjefted, or live 
in harmony with the neighbouring In- 
dians, much lefs fpread the gofpel among 
them, till the Jefuits were fent for 
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*• thither, in the year 158 1, who no fooner 
** arrived, than they (hewed the Spaniards 



•* that they had all along miftaken their 
mark, when by violence alone they 
thought to keep in awe and order, with 
" an handful of men, fuch an extenfive 
** territory. They reprefented to them, 
** that they had been guilty of an error, 
** finiilar to that of the firft conquerors of 
•' of Peru and Mexico, whereby ihey muft 
" neccflarily live in a ftate of perpetual

*• war with the natives of thofe lands 
'* which they had fettled upon, or their 
neighbours and allies; and in the end, 
(hould they meet with never fo much 
•* fuccefs in it, could have no better ex- 
pectations than to fee the country re- 
duced to a mere dcfart. They told 
them alfo, that the method they made 
'* ufe of in making flaves of thcfe free 
** people, would never anfwer any good 
** good end for his Catholic majefty's fer- 
** vice, or their own. In efFedt, the many 
•* converfions they made, and the good 
** difpoficion they infpired in the natives, 
•• were foon the inconteftible proofs of 
** their aflertions. But, as adverfaries arc 
** deaf to admonition, they found them- 
" felves perpetually thwarted by thofe to 
*^ whon^ the idea of an Indian and a flave 
** were the fame thing, and who were at 
** liberty to indulge their own lazinefs by 
** the forced labours of thefe unhappy 
•* people. At length, after many alterca- 
** tions and various reprefentations being 
** made of the matter on both fides to his 
•* majefty, and to the great council of the 

E 5 "Indies, 
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•• Indfc^ our fathers got a grant for cWi* 
lizing the wild Indians^ who were de- 
clared free^ and reducing them to fuqh 
^< order as they (hould think mod proper* 
.*• As foon as they Kad received this, they 
^^ fet themfelves moft indefatigabty about 
** the great work, and prefemly (hewed^ 
^^ notwithftanding ail the obftacles that 
they met with, that their fcheme was far 
from chimericaL By degrees they en- 
gaged the natives to quit their woods, 
*^ and drew them into towns and regulated 
*^ diftrifts, inftru£ied them in the grand 
*^ truths of religion, taught them to fow 
^' their lands, and by moderate labour to 
^* earn a eertain fubfiftance in the room of 
*^ that precarious one, which they had 
'^ hitherto granted, only by fuch rude 
^^ methods of a favage life. AH this, 
^^ and more, they brought to bear by their 
'^ unwearied diligence, and at length, to 
** complete the benefits they conferred 
** upon the poor Indians ; they obtained 
^^ leave from the court of Spain, to put 
*^ into their hands fire-arms, to defend 
^'them againft the furrounding In- 

, ^ dians.

*5 dians, and as barbarous f^ortU£ucf<% 
^^ who annoyed them. Incredible were 
?• the pbftacks they had to furmounr, 
?' which were invented by the ill habit? of 
.^^ the Paraguayans, their flupid du}aer9^ 
ff and feen;)ingly invincible averfioQ to la^ 
V bour. And, left thefe fliould not be 
** fufficient to try their patience, .the holy 
^* fathers were perpetually vexed by the 
?* Spaniards there, who were continually 
M reprefenting them and their Indians as 
" rebels to the court of Spain, and wh^ 
^' often alfo went fo far as to form parties 
" that even depofed their governors-, 
*• on fuch pre(ienqes that they wjere, in the 
** courfe of thefe cpmmqtions, vilifiied, 
.^* their rights trampled op, and.tKemfetves 
expqlled from their college ; but bear- 
ing ^11 with a Chriftian patience, they 
!* were as cften iieinftated, and the malice 
^* of their ienc;mies confounded. Yet to 
M this ds^y ihere.are Jthofe who hold tjh/fm 
$' in a inpft infamous Jight^ and notwith- 
^* Handing ;^11 the ferviees they have really 
♦* rendered .to, the king of Spain, confider 
fVthem And .their converts as rebels, and 
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if they could fway the Spanifh counfels, 
** woiild certainly have them treated ac- 
" cordingly. — But now, not to detain you 
•* too long, I will fpeak of the prefent 
** ftate to which they have brought the 
^* nations committed to their charge, and 
** leave you to form a judgn^ent accord- 
" ingly. 

** They have brought them to fubmit 
*' to a regular police, and to live diftri- 

buted in divifions, or pariflies, which 

they call reductions, and which amount- 
** cd, when I refided there, to thirty in 
** number, each of which has generally 
** two Jefuits, who aft both in a civil and 
" religious capacity, by whofe approba- 
** tion their civil and military officers arc 
** chofen from among themfelves, fchools 
^* are erefted for the education of their 
*' youth, and (hops for all manner 
*' of trade. Thefe fathers firft taught 
** them the ufe of agriculture, and have 
*' often been known themfelves to affift in 
** the moft laborious parts of it. By their 
•* diredtion churches have been eftablifhed 
V in their diftrifts, which vie with each 

*' other 
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•* Other in magnificence, and yield to few 
•' of the bcft conftrufted In Spain, either 
" for the elegance of their architefture, or 
** the decorations that arc ften within. 
** Thcfc people, once fo dull, have now 
** gained at leaft fo much knowledge of 
** the mechanic arts, that they can imitate 
•* any pattern , and make any attempt 
•* required of them as foon as ever they 
•' are given the fight of one to copy from. 
*• But what is moft to be remembered is, 
*♦ they arc fo far from retaining any of their 
•* native fiercenefs, that they are become 
** the moft mild and tradable of the hu- 
•* man race ; and when any of them de- 
** ferve punifhment, which, however, is 
** never known to amount to any thing 
** capital, thefe good profelytes, inftead 
** of being angry with their judges, are 
** the firft themfelves to approve the chaf* 
'* tifcmcnt ; nay, they are often known 
*^ moft earneftly to folicit it. 

•* The ftreets of their towns or diftrids 
** are in general pretty large, and in the 
** midft of each there is a fquare, where 
*• the militia, which the fathers have efta- 

!* blifhcd. 
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5* jbli0)ed, and which confifts of feveral 
^^ bands of brayc mens who have often 
^^ faced^ and are aga^n ready to face an 
** enemy, whenever they (ball be called 
^Vupop, are excrcifed every w:eck. The 
^< ouflionaries houfes fire (ituated next the 
f * churches ; ami tl>e ftorehoufes, wprk^ 
fliops, and cepof^cories of the corp and 
goods of the public, are on the fame 
*^ line with them, ^nd make ^Itqg^ther a 
•••very agreeab|le appea,rance. 
. •• The Jefyit? have fucq^icd fo yell in 

V their arduous undert^ipg, ^ to make 
•• thefe Indians live together like one well* 

regulated farpily. There ace no quar- 
rels nor law-fuit)s apnong themi and 
•* the word property is unknown, as far 
^* as it re(pc<9:s ^ch other: ^d .with re- 
f\gaLtdto the it)h;rbitants of other p^rts, 
•* they fupply the ^cfe^s of money by the 
•• ancient method of bfuter, and of .gpU 
•• and filver, though plentifql enough be- 
•• flowed on their churches by the fathers, 

V at whole difpofal thefe metals remain, 
^^ and who are the fole regulators of every 
^ thing that concerns their tribes, in a 

•• civil 
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*^ ciril and miliury, as well as in a re- 
** ligious capacity, 

^^ They are liable to the vifitatioos of 
** the bifhops ; but thefe feldom trouble 
*' the redu£^ions, on account of the 
*' fatigues they are likely to undergo oil 
** the journey. The Jcfuits alfo, after 
*^ many altercations, have agreed to a 
^^ fmall tribute, by way of poll-tax, to 
^* the Catholic king, whofe governors are 
^ nominally acknowledged, but feldom 
** care to meddle with the Indians, excepc 
^* in cafes where they want their afliftance> 
^^ the iieft the fathers look upon as their 
** department, and will not be obftru£^ 
^^ in the execution of their office. Tbpfe 
^* who have attempted to interfere with 
*^ the^^ have in general paid dearlf 
*^ for their boldnefs ; nor have thefe Icgif* 
*^ lators been able to eftabliih themfelves 
*^ without bloodlhed, as their enemies 
^ have often witnefled to their coft, who 
** have been, however, the caufe of dietr 
^' own misfortunes. 
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^ As the natural lazinefs of tlie Indi- 
ans was one of the great obftacles our 
ibciety had to furmount, fo they are 
•• ever particularly attentive to keep up 
" the plan of induftry which they have 
" fet on foot ; and, to this end, the inha- 
" bitants have certain talks affigned them, 
•* which they are obliged to fulfil, under 
•• pain of feverer labour; and in all their 
" works they have overfeers fet, to take 
•• care that they perform ihem with dili- 
*• gence. 

•* Befides their attention to agriculture, 
•* and the mechanic arts, they alfo carry 
•* on a trade in wax, honey, and other 
** commodities, in exchange for which 
•* they are fupplied with fuch neceflaries 
** as they do not poflefs within themfelves. 
** The women as well as the men have 
•* their talks afccrtained, which they are 
"likewife under an obligation to fulfil. 
*' At the beginning of every week, each 
•* of them receives a quantity of wool and 
** cotton, which Ihe is to return ready for 
^^ the loom on Saturday night ; and befides 

*' this. 
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•• thii, they frequently put them to othef 
•'little octupatiohs iuitable to their fex, 
*• and which are fuch as may not exceed 
*• their abilities. 

•• As to the article of religion, as far 
•* as their capacities arc able to compre- 
**liend iti myftcricsi there are not more 
"zealous profclytes in the world. The 
•• Jefuits, with their ufual addrefs, having 
^* made its duties in a gre;u meafure tht 
•• fource of plcafurc to the Indians, which 
"is increafed whenever they confider 
*^ that fuch duties are difcharged at times 
•* when they reft .from their labours ; a 
" circumftance that carries no fmall 
** weight with a people who have yet 
•* fcarcely conquered their natural aver- 
•* fion to work of any kind. 

" Above all things, the Neophytes are 
" remarkable for their fidelity and attach- 
*' ment to the fociety, whom they look 
" upon as their fathers, and almoft adore 
" as their guardian angels ; and (though 
*• fuch an event were far from being a de- 
•* finable one) yet it is certain, that, were 
" there an open rupture between them 

"and

* NotwithftaodiDg the glofs here given to the 
natter, and the accdonts publiflied by thefe fathers, 
yqH miiny wxiters o^ good s^nthority infprm ns, that 
all the refait of t^e labours of the Neophytes zip 
entirely the property ofthe Jefoits, who fabfift them 
dot of it only in the plainei and coarfeft manner ; 
U^t thffe fathers are exceflively wealthy, and that 
not only the churches, as they themfelves allow, 
Aine with precioos metals, bat alfo that their boufes 
fu^ faperb palaces, full of coftly fornitare, and even 
filitter wi(h coverings of gold ; and this fcems far the 
moft probable. However, we moft allow the fociety to 
have proved themselves able kgiflaiors, an4 at lead 
ih^ir yoke is more fuPDortabie than that of tl^e 
Spaniards* 
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it is (certain all tbe lands and property' 
being in their bands) diejr can become 
(b when they pleafe ; but to give aa 
*^ anfwer that may ftop thefe mens mouths. 
•^ Whatever they do poffefs, which, I wiH* 
^^ own, is confiderabje, and whateverthe^ 
^^ may poflefs m this land, which is both* 
*^ natofaily and morally a paradife, and 
V* and land of promtie, furely they muft 
^^ be allowed abundantly to deferve it all, 
*^ Ikice by their means alone it became 
^^ wordi pofleffing. 

. ^^ Thus have I finifhed my de&riptiQn^ 
^ and have been the more exa£b in giving 
^ you this account, that it may ferve to 
***forniih you with an idea of the grandeur 
^of tbdr defigns, and extenfivenefs of 
^^ thrir plans, which, however, could never 
•* have been brought to fuch perfe£):ipn, 
** if they had not always taken care 16 
<^ have ranked men of wit and wealth 
^^ among their number, in all ages fince 
•* their firft inftitution. At this day, as I 
•* hinted to you before, they continue to 
** adopt the fame plan, and by fo doing, 
^ arc enabled to repel the attacks which 

" their 
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•• their enemies have thought would be fa- 
** tal, and which txt made upon them 
even by princes, and to maintain a fu- 
pcriority unknown to any other fociety 
•f in the world. . . • Into fuch a community 
•* arc you now entered \ and bcfides be- 
**ing a regular clergyman, you are to 
" confidcr yourfelf as a member of this 
*^ body, and, in all your words andadions, 
" to keep their intereft in view, which 
•* will be for the glory of the church, and 
^* all her members, and cannot fail to be 
** your own in the end ; while you will 
•• find thofe ftudics that muft fit you for 
•* a Jcfuit^ to be fuch as will likewife fit 
you for any other (lation of life, which, 
in the courfe of your mifljon, you may 
^* be obliged to afiume •, in (hort, to render 
*' you capable of every duty in life, and a 
^* citizen of the world in the extenfive and 
** trued fenfe of the word, as you will be 
iriftrufted in all the various ways of 
mankind, which you will be taught to 
*• render yourfelf agreeable to by your 
**^ afliduities, and to rule by being well 
** vcrfcd in . their different interefts, and 

«* by 
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^* by knowing how to turn their tempers 
** and paflions to your own advantage." 

After this, Gonfalvo proceeded to in- 
ikrudt his pupil farther in the particular 
circuni dances of their prefent million, 
and to give him fome continued ledures 
fimilar to fuch as we have fet down, 
which would be tedious for us to recite, 
yet were the very ground- work on which 
he formed the plan of that conduft from 
which he never deviated whilft he went 
through the courfe of his mifTion. But), 
in order to give a better idea of the nature 
of thefe fathers, ic may not be amifs, in 
this place, to give an account of their 
primal y inftitution in its origin, which 
will be neceflfary, if the reader has not 
feen it ; and if he has, will ferve to re- 
frelh his memory. 

Ignatius Loyola, the founder of this 
famous fociety, was originally but an ig- 
norant perfon, who having a leg broken, 
and thereby being rendered unfit for the 
fervice, got his difcharge, and, from a fol- 
dier became a notorious devotee. He then 
firft began to ftudy grammar, and apply 

himfelf 
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Hbimlelf to the languages. In order to be 
aecouoccd a holy man, and to gain the 

4ij>plaii{e3 of the %norant mulcitude» he 
<itent barefooted^ and adopted fuch :a 
.ftrange manner of living, as occafioned 
^him to be ridiculed by the ftudients of Sa- 
•Jamanca, and other colleges in Spain. 
'Perccivmg this, hetrav!eUed into France, 
/and, arriving at Paris, met with a better 
rreception. He there rjoined ten compa- 
mies, with whom he fet out for Italy, io 
.the year i537> being about fixteen years 
'<iAer he had obtained has .difcharge from 
/vhe army. It was in the popedom of 
ipaal III. that his -- fociety^ called Jeiuits, 
'•were firft known in Italy, though they did 
not ^ain. ground there without much op^ 
•pofition. In the year 1538, being all 
aflembled at Rome, they received the 
f privilege of hearing confeffions, and ob- 
tained a confirmation of their eibiblifb- 
. ment from the holy fee. In 1 540, they had 
a licence granted them to augment their 
company from ten to the numberoffixty 
' p^ons. Three years afterwards, another 
liceAce was g^ven tbemvto receiveas many 

as 
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k& tHey would ; arid in the year 1545, fhte 
iache pope Paul' liL whom We'hav'e meti^ 
tiotiM, granted to ^ their ibcietjr all tfaofe 
privileges which^arprefent they enjoy. 

Their founder Ignatius afterwards buik 
in Rome the college of Alemain, to in- 
Uruft, as he faid, the youth of that eitp, 
and to guard ihem againft the errors of 
what he termed Lutheran herefy. This 
^triidrdindry ^ man, from fo fmaU a be^ 
ginning, lived to fee fix provincials of his 
o'wn inftitution, and more than feVenty 
colleges, and died at Rbme in the year of 
bur ^L'drd 154(5, and in the fixty-firft eif 
his drwn age, being twtaty-four years aftct

Such was the rapid progrefs which this 
fe£t made in the Chriftan church, by the 
unwearied affiduity of its founder, who, at 
the firft, fuffered a kind of martyrdom by 
the fcorn aud cenfures of his oppofers, and 
the obftacles which they were perpetually 
throwing in his way ; but having at laft 
gained his end, he left behind him a fo- 

. ciety 
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fciety that has fpread itfelf altnoft all 

over the habitable world, slnd that has 

be^ able abundantly to repay the apoftolic 

fee for' .the protpfi:ion granted to their 

founder^ liayihg.becn ev^r ifince its avowed 

champions in all^countries, and approved 

themfelves ever ready to execute its com- 

tnands»and execute the will of iliefovereign. 

pontifF» even though it fliQuki oblige th/^n^^ 

CO remove to Ahe rempteft. regions of the 

earth, . 

So much we have thought proper to 

fay of the firft inftitiitipn of the Jefults ; 
but now, left our digrellion fhould feem 
too lone> we will break oiF here, and re- 
fuhie the thread of our hiftory.

^^ in the termination, pf aii event, in which I 
^S had fo great a fha^e, though much 

** againft 
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^^ againft my wrll, in the bringing aboae; 
^* and which gave me as well a6 yourfelf 
Hfo much pain and an?eiety, as your 
^* friend Bertram can fully inform you." 
^ Narbonnez having no particular reafon 
for keeping fccret from hrs friend, what 
was known all over Saragofla, coniplied 
with his requefl:, and accordingly biegan 
with his relation in the following manner; 
which eafily claimed the ferious and fitent 
attention of both our revcrefed trayal- 
krs>— 

** When I was cited to appear before 
" the court of inquifition atSar^goffa, the 
" fathers at firft only made me pafs

^'^ceeded to take the depofitions, and 
*^ called me to receive my fentence. — I 
*' cheh found that the chief crime I had 
** committed was not the trick, I had put 
** upon Doh Guzman, in pfocOring to 
** myiclf the pofTeifion of thar haughty 
** beauty kis wife; but the freedom 1 had 
^' taken in uQhg the name and authority of 
^* the holy office, in bringing the matter 
•^ 16 bear. It was this alone that they 
•' CQuld not pardon ; fDr this they were re- 
** folved to give me ibroe punifhment ; 
*^ though I will own to you, it was lefs 
**than I expe&ed. It was indeed pro- 
^* oounced with all the folemnity of a ca- 

** pital 
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** pital one; for that court has this arc 
*• peculiar to thctnfelves,. of making the 
** mcrcft trifle« appear matters of confe- 
" qucnce, by the manner in which they 
" treat them. I kneeled before, thefe very 
*• revercQd fathers, whilft one of them firft 
** harangued me on the heinoufnefs of the

^. turned into the (breet with not a fingle 
**iTOarevedi in my pocket. Daring my 
*^, imprifonment, I had found no want of 
nooney^ being maintain^ed at the ex* 
pence of my judges i but ii was no»i 
*Vfar ojherwife ; I found my felf expofed 
*VtQ the inclemencies of the weather, with-^ 
**.piftt kfw^wjrig whither to betake iny felf 
•^/or immediate; fbcjter and rtifrcihment. 
*r.N^ houfe was at the other end of the 
*' city ; thithfjr I bent my courfe, hoping 
"i^ "^Jgb^ fip4 fome there who wopld 
*!|cnow me. But I was entirely ignorant 
*;,crf^ vi^bat had happened : A great part 
"(^piy^fFefts, had been feized, by what 
" authority I knew not, upon, my con-: 
jj*^vi«^op": t^ left my fcrvants had fe- 

«* cured, 
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^^'cured, and taken a way y^* together with 
" their own perfons., The dwelling was 
^' in po&ffion of ftrangers, whoabfolutely 
" refufed me even the.iheltcr of a flied 
*' before their door, to cover me from the 
•• rain.. I now knew not which way to 
•* proceed ; for I was exprcfly ordered to 
^^ quit Sdragoflfa before day-light^ and by 
^^ a tril^unal which 1 dreaded mor« than 
•^ thofe of the king of Spain and both the 
V^IndicSn I withdrew rcludkantiy ^fcom

imim^fo. Unarmed as lie was, titt fight 
of thck fiery eyes, aiid jaW* diftillittg 
'IdoocI, croid nbt 'fcii iiidft dtrtlty to 
^Alar* kifflp; ' Hfe lk«r he ifcUft dfc^ 
his horfe itone; Butt^efote trie 'had dme 
*c6 iiecover hrmfelf, the ^mmal,' afiri^ted 
at die fight of the wc^es, Withtim wait* 
ing for tiie managewv^iit of his rtd^r^ ibt 
cffiipon 8 fuU ga]h)p, land tfur herb ftfdmi 
it hnpoflible toftop hhn,ti}l he had pulled 
the reins out of his hand, and carried him 
through thorns and briars,aAd the rotigheft 
ways quite through the wood *, then he 
made towards a road which presented it- 
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felf ^ but his fright ftill continuing, did not 
perceive a ditch which lay acrofs his way 
tillhe was clofe upon it, and in attempting 
by a fudden fpring to pafs it, he with 
much difficulty cleared it, but threw his 
rider, who fell into the midft of it, and 
found but a difagreeable bed in a muddy 
pool, lined with thorns and brambles^ 
which alone prevented him from finding 
bis way to the bottom, a danger with 
which he was threatened every time that 
his weight pccafioned them to give way ; 
and indeed he continued linking for fome 
time, infomuch that from within three fe^t 
of the furface where he fell at firft, he was 
now beyond the depth of a fathom, and 
almoft choaked with mud and filth, lay 
Jike one who was already numbered with 
the dead, though^ unhappily for him, he 
had not loft the fenfe of his painfql fitua* 
tion, when two travellers pafled along 
the road, befide which this ditch lay, 
to whom he could give no other fign than 
that of his groans that he was in fuch a 
melancholy condition.

could, groaned moft piteoufly. ** Now,** 
faid the youngeft of the two farmers^ 
^^ were this nian a thief, an enemy, or 
l^ even an heathen ; in (hogti any thing 
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^bm: what he is» I re^dly could almoll 
«« Rty him/* " Pity the D— 1 !'* jcpUcd 
the elder. *^ Can you remember how 
^ father Maillebois debauched your fifter, 
^QT bow his companion acculed me to 
^ the gpvernor, and even talk of pity where 
** a Jefuit is concerned ? This is dopbt- 
** le^ one of the gan^ who being upon 
** fome wicked expedition, misfortune haS; 
^* overtook him on the way. But fince 
^ he is not totally deprived of his fenfes^ 

let us repeat the dialogue in bis hearing, 

that pafled between two peaiants of Nor- 
*^ mandy, when they had caught one of 
** thefe vermin in a trap made to deftroy 
^^ rats and foxes, at the time that he was 
•• about to feduce their wives/* The

Such was the dialogue which thefc tra* 
vellers held, in the hearing of the reverend 
father, whofe groans, at intervals, inter- 
rupted them from proceeding. — If it were 
poilible for any thing to increafe his pains, 
fuch treatment mud: certainly do it ; and 
the more fo, as he had not the power, 
nor if he had, would he have ventured to 
reply to them -, fo that they diverted them- 
felves by moonlight in this manner, having 
alighted from their horfes, and made them 
faft to fome trees at a diftance, while they 
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purfued this ceremony, which being finllh 
r'd, chey bade him adieu, and were fo fa 
i from appearing to be moved to compal 

lion at his (icuatlon, that the ur.happ 
father even thought he had reafori to fea 
(he elder of the two would have lent hir 
a hand to the bottom j which, if he ha 
tione, our poor Gafpar mull certainly hav 
perithed, and this which we are noi 
writing would have proved the lalt pag 
iOf his melancholy hiffory. But Fate ha 
decreed otherwiJTe, and had refervcd hir 
him toother trials. — A company of youn 
people belonging to a neighbouring vii 
lage, who had been abroad holiday 
making, efpied him as they were return 
ing home, and were kind enough to re 
lieve him, and having lifted him up, an 
cleanfed the filth from his face, defire 
him to ufe his own efforts to difengagc tb 
lower parts of his body, which he did at 
cgrdioglyj but, on perceiving his habii 
Md one to another, " That it was dar 
^•* gerous meddling with people of his oi 
i *' rier," and feemed to hint, that had the 
^*«9gnized it fooaec, he would not hav 
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met with fo much charitable care, Gaf- 
par heard all this -, he drew forth his limbs 
as well as he w.as able from the briars and ^ 
mud^ which had entangled thern^ and 
crawling forth, like a reptile, from the, 
ditch, faid to himfelf^ I am afraid I hi^ve 
been in error ; I find now that the Jefutts 
ARE NOT every where fo 'uoell refpeSed. 

Whatfoever fcntimcnts thefe delivefcrt 
might entertain, now they had begun their 
work they were not willing to leivfe it In 
the half; they therefore conduced hi^ 
to their village, where he found accodj- 
modations in an inn, and being put to bed 
for that night, he feht the next morning 
to a town at fome fmall diftance where he 
was informed there was a college oif Jc- 
fuits, whofe rcdtor immediately difpatchied 
one of the lay brothers, and foon after 
himfelf followed, to comfort him, arfd 
fee him provided with neceflaries, which 
v/as the more feafonable, aS" Gonfalez bi- 
ing his fenior, had borne the purfe, anfd 
Gafpar had not a (ingle real in his pocket, 
fo that, in the ftricleft fenfe, he adhered to 
his vow of poverty. It was fcveral dayt 
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before he could again fet forward on his 
journey, but at lengthy by the care of 
j^he lay brother, who was fomewhat of an 
^ept mphyfic, he was again enabled tb

IT is natural enough for the reader to 
foppofe that Gafpar direftly went to 
the coUcge of Jcfuits, where he hadi at 
firft fetting out, been inifiornicd by Goii- 
falvo that he intended to (lop \ and there 
he found the father, who was overjoyed 
at meeting with him again ; yet could he 
not not help fnliling at the adventure 6£ 
the two farmers, and telling him that he 

muft expeA bad treatment from ignorant 
perfons, and muft often fuffer the mar* 
tyrdom of his and the fociety's charafter ; 
adding alfo, that fuch trials of patience 
were rieccffary for men who (hould them^ 
fehes be fteady, in order that they might 
direft the ftcps of others^ and guide even 
the confciences of princes.

That envy of their 
better$» which generally prevails in people 
of a low rank, muft have fome vent ; and 
when thefc compare tlieir own ftate with 
that of fuch as are abtove them, nothing 

can 
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can make them anyway contented with 
their ami ftation^ buftWjd tawing {bmff 
comparifoii of perfoas, mannerB,' or tem-* 
per between themfelves an^ d)c entried 
perfon^ fuch as; tarmtig out to the difiid^ 
▼antage of the Imtterv ^»yv ^ ^^^&k mihdi^ 
bring their lot more Upon a level than Prc^ 
vidence ever intended to place it. In coiDh 
parifons like thefe, not a fingle word trf 
aiStion efcape being^weighcJd in the ptffi- 
tial baflanee of felf-tove, and there are fc^i 
dom wanting grains o( malice and elt^y 
to turn the fcalc.— On thcfe principles fc 
would indeed have been wonderful iKKd 
the duke efcaped the cenfutts of his dd^ 
pendants i- and as co his dolneftics, cooiA 
he but have mixed with them unknowit 
among their ' merry- makings; he migfst 
have feen that referve and loftinefs bf tefti-* 
per, which he thought to be the admlrat*- 
tk)n pf all France, made the jeftof^hisf 
valets, and by the happy rtimicry -^ ii 
footboy, pfoduie the mfoft immodetatci 
burfts of laughter fromhfe fctllion-wertdit 
But to return to out ftory.-^To ihb 
nobleman, Ibch as he was^ with all* bi» 
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fauUs and imperfcdtions, did father (5dit- 
folvo apply himfelf 5 and, after fomc cere- 
inonious attendance was admitted to the 
funftion he came to difcharge. In fliort, 
within three days, he took upon himfelf 
tl^e office of his grace'i confcflbr, and in 
that ftation,; he foon became not only hisi 
J^nritualj but his temporal guide and di- 
rcftor. 

In the mean time, Gafpar, who had 
jjppeared but twice before the duke, and 
at both thofe times was attired like a lay- 
man, now rcfumed, at the inftance of 
Confalvo, his refigious habit> and by 
iseans of that artful father, got acquaint^ 
ed with one of the intimates of the Count 
de Yaneurl, to whom he was recom- 
mended in the fame quality as his fenior 
had been to the Duke de Sombre. 

The county of whom we are now fpcak- 
ing, was a man of a very contrary difpoH- 
4ion to the other nobleman. . He was in- 
.deed high-fpirited^ but to his pride, he 
joined a certain fire and opennefs which was 
4)Kiknown to the other> and was, in gene- 
]rfi), far from appearing Co difadvantage to 

ftran- 



fir^ngers in any public charader. But 
he was fickle and wavering zi the wind: 
many had drove to fix him to one poinc 
at various times, but all thofe many had 
failed. Befides this, he was, In private, 
vain, extravagant, and mod ridiculotidy 
given to pleafure ; to the gratification 
of which, in the flighted degree, he woufd 
facrifice his honour, his dignity, and his 
mod folemn engagements. To women 
he was mod jSlrticulaily addifted, and 
therefore mod unfit to be truded in affairs 
of date-, as. he was more than once fuf* 
pcfted of betraying fuch fecrets to his pa* 
ramours as ought to have been lodged for 
ever in his bread, and had more thafii 
once been known to furrender to the en* 
treaties of a midrefs a place which he haU 
refufed to the intered of a mod worthy 
nobleman \ and to give another for the 
company of a young girl, which he had 
already pledged his word of honour to bor- 
fl:ow on the fon of a worthy officer.— ^Such 
a conduct as this mud have ruined the 
credit of any one biit the count, at a court 
like that of France -, but he bad fuch

Being threatened with the hfs 

of fome places of profit, when his refolu^ 

tions were known, he went immediately, 

and begged leave to refign them, however 

dangerous fuch a condud might be in 

France, the count was refolved to hazard 

It, while the court, to mortify him, in- 

ftead of fceming angry, very coolly granted 

hisrequeft, intimating, at the fame time, 

that his prefence at the council' board and

FATHER Gafpar foon perceived all 
thefe foibles of the count, which we 
have above related^ and as loon faw that 
Gonfalvo had chofen the hardeft pod for 
himfelf in undertaking to manage the re- 
fcrved De Sombre, whilft to him he had 
given a much more eafy one, lince he had 
nothing to do, but to flatter the vanities of 
the nobleman with whom he was placed, 
and he was fure to get out of him what- 
ever he pleafed. He was but juft efta* 
blifhed in his place, when his penitent, 
who had for fome time paft, as a compli- 
ment, been much attended to in council, 
refigned his places, and was difmiiled, as 
we have above related, a circumftance 
which was immediately communicated to 
the Jefuir, not in confeffion, or as a mat- 
ter of duty, but as man to man, and in 

the 
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the meer confidence of fricndfliip. It ff 
not to be doubted but that the lattei' re- 
lated it with all its circumftanccs before it 
could be publicly known to Gonfalva,* 
who thereupon toolc his meafures accord- 
ingly; at the fame t?ntc telRng his iil- 
former, that he eafily forefaw the count's 
tamper wovfld not long leave them any 
work in attSrnding upon him, but that 
they ntuft turn their thoughts tO other 
matters, and to other perfbns. And ail 
he fofefaw, lb it feUtmt; however it wM 
agreed, that Gafpar Ihould remain with hii 
penitent, frt order to difcover what con* 
ncxioni he formed with the party whofein" 
tereft hfe efpoufcd, and how far he intended 
to carry them. This was -no hard mat- 
ter ; for entermg into very clofe engage* 
ments with fome of the moft rcfraftory of 
the parliament, he communicated all to 
his confeflbr, who failed not as faithfully 
to reveal it to the Duke de Sombre*. In

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confequence of which, the court, at length, 
tbooght it requUite to fecure Vaneuirs 
perlbn, at lead for the prefent; but4)eforc 
tbdr icheme could be put in execution, 
iboie of his friends gave him lOtelligenGe, 
and alfo hinted to him, that his confefibr 
wuft be the perfon who bad betrayed him. 
TUs was enough for the fiery Frenchman. 
Before be confulted iiis own fafety, he 
1cm for the accufed perfon into his clofet, 
who little fufpeding what had happened, 
- canae thither direfUy, thinking he had 
ibmething of moment to adviie with him 
upon ; for which reafoo he was alfo the 
UHTs furprized when the door was locked, 
but began to entertain no good opinion 
of the refult of this conference, when the 
count proceeded in an angry tone to demand 
of htm whether he had ever mentioned the 
afiairs he had entrufted him with to any 
one. It is eafy to imagine he received an 
aifwer in the negative, of which however

poHefled a tenth part of his abilities. Hik 
father indeed^ was ofieced to hare reftored 
to him by Louts XV. all that Louts XI V. 
had takea from him ; but this was on 
fttcb ^ttditions^ as be diooght himfelf 

bound 
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Ipocmd fiCft to ^gree to ; /and even while 
ifaeafiair was aegotiatit^^ two of his rela* 
tkms were baoilhed to their countryi-feacs, 
^here they were ob%ed to remain for Hfe* 
on the moft trivial acoxints inoaginable : 
«U thefe drcumftances were fufficient to 
give the niarquis a dtftafle for courts, yet 
he had ever entertained the great^ft regard 
ima^oable to the king's pcffon, for whofe 
real fervice he would wiHingly have fhed 
his blood. Every one expeAed that fuck 
« man, as far as he defigned to concern 
himfelf With politics at all, would take the 
itde of the parliament in the prefent dif- 
putes; and much were they furprifed to 
iiad the contrary.

Yet nothing was, at that 
time, farther from his thoughts than fuch 
an intention. Public anions have fre* 
quently private fpringifrom whence they 
flow; and fo it was with the nobleman in 
queftion. His familjr, dtfappointed of thac 
fway which they -thought their due in thie 
ilate, had placed feveral branches of it in 
Mhe church, and among their rtoble des- 
cendants, were many fecular clergymen^ 
whofe interefts were connefled with that of 
the archbifhopVto whom all thefe difputes 
at prefent fubfiftfng, were chiefly owing. 
Above all, Villeneuve had 4 natural fon, 
whbm he loved with the tendcreft affec- 
tion, and whom he had brought up an ec- 
clefiaftic, who Was at this time vicar <if

was abfolutely involved in the parliament's 
edift, among thofe whom they termed the 
refraftory tlcrgy ; at which his father was 
fo highly offended, that he from thtft 
hour detefted them, and all their proceed- 
ings.

HKnts,' fincc tbc gnituften ^puld be prou^ 
of his name a^d fimdiofi to be given to 
their adions; for evtn then began tbofe 
feeds of diifention in other , matters be- 
fides the ecclefialftical dilutes, to fpiifi|| 
lip between them and their pariiamentSt 
vbich have fince fpread fo much in France,' 
and ajne at this day left unde<;ided. \ 

Npw, as Osipar had the diredion of the 
^Mtarqpls^s confcience^ who was himfelr 
directed by GonfalvO i h was no difficult 
matter for him to perfuade his penitent, hy 
degrees, to give a powerful fgccour to t^ 
party he wilheH fo Weil to, and, befides, to 
awaken the hidden embers of ambition, 
which had once more began to glow in 
his bofom ; nor did he fail to execute his 
office properly, and at length brought the 
marquis over.to hisdefigns. In the mean 
time, we muft paiife a little, to relate one 
of the adyentutcs which happened to oiii^ 
hero himlelf, io the courfe of bis attend- 
ance upon this his pauon.

The marquU de ViUeneuve had a coiufin 
who was abbeft t»f the convent tailed that 
of Rich Dam^ wK^e the reKgtous con* 
fift nnoftly of the fiftera of daughtd^ of 
perfons of high rank and diftinftlon; or' 
of the widows of illufltious perfdris; whd 
having been difgtifttid wkh the world, re- 
tire from it, to fpend the remainder of 
their lives in an agreeable retreat, where 
they may -be more at eaie from the nolfe^ 
and impertinence of what is called Ngh 
lifei and ike ceremonious introfions of the^ 
great world. As^this comnnxnity ts made

tinguilhthen). Totheabbefsof this nunnery 
we fpeak of, the marquis got bis confefTor

been obliged to ftrain his utmoft intereft^ 
to favc him from a (bameful death ; and 
be now hearing of this accident, took it 
fo much to heart, that grief and vexation 
threw him into a violent fever, of which 
he expired in about a fortnight, leaving 
one half c^ iiii fortune to a flight acquain- 
unce, only becaufe he bore the. fanoe 
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MtM, and the Other to the convent where 
hi had placed his daughter. 

' She who90n her pairt^ had newly taken the 
teil^ aod not without great reludance, was 
oiear fbUowing hint), oh hearing the tidings 
of thefemelacholy events.

(hort, they were (6 little defirous of his 
company, that at the fourteen days tnd> 
they» in a manner^ turned him out of doorst 
an,d, as gently as they could, infinuated cbit 
he would do well to .return to his own- 
country, or in other words, that they never 
defired to fee his face again. 
, For his part, he had as little define of 
conforting \vith them, or df receiving their 
inftruftions, or recommendations, whidi 
had hitherto done him fo Htde fervicc^ 
and he was willing enough to quit France 
without ftaying to be appointed the dau- 
phin's confcffbr. However, before he 
rcfolved upon any thing, he had a mind ta 
pay a viflt to his friend and companion 
Vafquez de Gonfalvo, to fee whether he 
was as much changed as the holy fathers 
of the college. Gafpar with fon>e difficulty,, 
gained admiffion to him, though he was 
extremely mortified, when, chancing to 
pafs by the Duke de Sombre, and making 
him the loweft obeyfance, he received, in 
return one of the moft gloomy frowns he

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brOw; aiid lurasafterwaris seated by the 
domeftics, wHq feemcd in this point td*' 
imitate tbeir matter, with a rudencfs bor- 
dering upon contempt; and when he cn-r 
quired for the father companion, was 
obliged to Wait above half an hour in an.

^* tremely jealous of its ovm, preroga^^e 
** and authority. I can b^fides afliire ypii, 
** from my owa obfervation, that the fa« 
** thers of our community are no where fo 
^* cautious, or indeed fo indifierent as ia 
^* Paris, whiift, at the fame time, there is 
^' no place where the college is nu)re tt>- 
^' folutc in its injundions. Thefe things 
** confidered, I was not extremely fond o£ » 
^^ the ofEce I had. in charge, and there was 
*^ room to imagioe, that you might have 
^* lefs reafon to be fo. The event has, at 
^. lafi jufiified myopmion ^ box as for you,

•^determined that none %bU!a be foef- 
'^ fefiual as bating the ciVSto the Spanifh 
•* ainbaflador here, and imploring his af- 
•* fiftariee. A very tnoving addreft was 
«♦ icicbrdRtigly draWnujp, and I delivered it 
•^m^fclfto? his exctf^ncy, whorcfolving 
^ to make a national afiair of it, by a very 
*^ Warm application procured your liberty. 
*^ But ycra need not w<Mider that the people 
;*^ Paris; w4i6 are "rety jealous of what 
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by all mefl(nshave you quit Paris, where 
•' I can eafily forefce you will not, in your 
" cafe, meet with much fatisfadtion if you 
'' fhould ftay. There are many cities in 
•• the-diftant provinces, whither you may 
*' betake yourfclf, and I believe 1 can get 
*^ you fuch Recommendatory letters to the 
'*- fuperiors of the colleges there, as will 
" procure you a favourable reception from 
•' them, and enfurc you a cordial treat- 
** ment, till you hear farther from your 
*•• native country j but do not think of re*. 
^^- turning. ■ Confider that you would ne- 
.^Wer have been ordained in a maniier. 
*• wHicli was difpenfing with the received 
**. cuiloms of the order, if it were not ex-. 
** ptifted that you (hould do the order fome 
«• fervice in return. Therefore you will; 
•* do well to follow this advice which I give 
•* yoi3, and attend the refult of the deter- ^ 
*' mi nations . of the college at SaragoflTa, 
" which, as I am well affurcd, waits but- 
** for difpatches from Romcv to fend us 
** fome farther inftruftions. In the mean* 
«* time, perfeverc in prudence and in ccAx^ • 
*• ftancy, and fail not to correfpoiKl wkK 

*^ me 
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^* me, in what paft foever of ibeli^ng^oni 
^ you may be piaced* For my pw^ pasit^ 
^ I (hall ever efteem yon as n^ dear br^* 
^* ther and companion^ and fiiall thii^ 
*^ myfeif always obliged* in friendAtp and 
^* chriftianky, to give, you aU the advice 
** and affiflance in rifiy power.*' 

, This fpeech fomewhat revived oar Oaf- 
par, who promifed to take his frjeod*s a^-* 
▼ice, and in confequence- of tt|^had now 
xlDthing more at heart, than to quit Paris» 
and to fet out for fome of the di&^nt jpro- 
vinces as foon as poffible, for which pur- 
jX)fe, hiafriend was tofcall within a few day& 
upon him, with ktters 6f recommendatloin. 
In the interim, he was cdn(frained, (con- 
trary to the ufa^e of the Jefuits, Whfcn 
there is a hdufe of thefr order in the dty) 
to lodge at ^n inn, becaufe it was irtbt a- 
gneeable to ftis college to receive him. 

When the reader confiders all this,* hi 
will perhaps, think the treatment extra- 
ordinary ; but he is to remember, that as 
there is no fet of men who are oftencr at- 
tacked in regard to their morals than the 
Jefuits have been, not only by proteftants, 

but 
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biitby pcrfons of their own church, fo at 
this day, there is not a ftt of noen in the 
wortd more careful to prcfcrve the appear- 
ance of a good and faiir character, with- 
out wtAch^ they are ftilty convinced that it 
'would be utterly impoffible for them to 
carry on their ichemes ; and> on this ac- 
count, though no people on earth can 
be more ready to palliate thbgreateft crimen 
committed by their members, as long as it 
iii pol&ble tb: fc^wn them from public 
ihartie, yet wben thai is no longer to be 
done, they will be ready to dilclaim alt 
conoexions with them, even though they 
ihould be certaib of their innocence, Ir 
yi^% upon this principle that they had a^ed 
By Ga^r, and he thought he had caufe 
enough to curfe their maxims, which had 
wrought him fo much anxiety and un* 
eafinefs. 
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C II A P. XVIII. 

Gafpar meets again ivitb his Sifter^ and hears 
News 6f a near Relation. 

WHEN our hero had returned to his 
inn one mornings from taking bis 
ufual walk, he was informed that two 
perfonshad been there to afk for bim»^ 
and would return again, and while he was 
enquiring what fort of people they were^^ 
the very perfons entered, and proved to be 
no other than Narbonnez and Eliza. Our 
hero was rejoiced at meeting with his lifter, 
and perhaps was better plcafed at the-fighc 
of his ancient patron, than he had a right 
to be with one who had been the firft to 
lead him into the paths of vice.

*^feek tranquility in a monaftic life, you 
'^ (eek what you cannot always be certain of 
« finding there) and if you ihould <after 
•* renouncing every other joy) be difap* 
^^pointedin-thatr; bow terrible woold^ be 

the 
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^ the difappointment! I fpeak now befbit 
**^ none but ourfelves, and my <^d paciXHit 
^' and I may well af^al to him for the 
^' confirmation of wiiat I fay : It is but too 
'^ plain^ that many pf our monafteries are 
^' not thofe temples of virtue which they 
*• would fcem, but quite the contrary ; 
" and in the very beft of them, where the 
" virtue erf >chaJHty is preferred, its pre- 
" fence feems as if it were intended only 
^* to make amends for the abfence of all 
** the others. There you may fee Pride, 
'^ and Envy, and Anger, in the room 
U €f Meeknefs, Love, and Benevolence. 
^ There pkKs and contrivances, mifchiefs, 
^f and flaaUer^ are avmuchencouraged as in 
^^ the workitbcfefaiai^ pretend to fly from. 
^^ Many are forced mtortlie ftate, arid there* 
^^ ibre itateitr odiera retircrfrdm a difguft 
V they have'taken againft all fodcty, and 
\^. therefore are not baf^ier in that than in 
f:^ any othert and if you meec^by chance : 
*« with fome gende creature, who is im- 
M mured in a convent^ becaufe her tnedk« 
^^ neis would aot rfupport her amtdft the 
if: ftormwrf ! A it»ufckfoina,1^ ftifcge- 

!* ncralbi 
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<< nerally fituls that (he has been unhappy 
*' enough to miftake her harbour^ and that 
*^ fhe has facrificed all the real comforts of 
<^ life, to a mifplaced defire of fuch a 
^* peaceful retirement, as (he islittte likely 
*' to find in the place whither (he has 
** fled to (cek it. Deceived by the mere 
** flattering appearance of a noviciate^ 
" joined to a fervour which cannot laft for 
*' ever, (he finds too late the fatal miftake^ 
** and laments without ceafing, what alas ! 
" is never to be remedied. Then (he may 
" (hut herfelf up in her cell, and there 
^* converfe with ceafelefs fighs and tears ^ 
'^ there her poor heart may burft with a 
^' weight of angui(h, which (he cannot 
** find the means of difcharging but in fo- 
*' litude 5 till, at laft, grief preying upon 
*' her vitals, the grave, the laft retreat of 
** the wretched, receives herj and (cut oflf 
** in the flower of her youth) (he is deprived 
" of that life which might perhaps have 
" been continued to her through a long

** dfcfs you. Confider therefore, confider 
«' feriouQy, my fifter, whether what I have

*^ be found, and a tranquility which exiftsi 
*' no where but in imagination." 

This difcourfe of Gafpar*s, had fo much 
eflfed upon his fitter, that (he promifcd to 
weigh the matter more maturely before flhe 
determined to retreat from the world j at 
the fame time that (he could not help ob- 
fcrving, that it was highly .neceflary for her 
to retire to fome place where (he might 
remain her own miftrers,as (he had agreac 
objedlion to living with M. deSampre, af- 
ter what had pafied, and was under appre* 
henfions, that by his alTiduities, he would 
pneday or other find her out, and folicir, 
or even perhaps command her return.

, Here Narbonnez ended, and Gafpar 
«ould but acknowledge that he had given 
a true teftimony of himfelf, which- ^as(p 
much the more extraordinary, when he 

con* 
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Wnfidi?rcd hh hypocritical charadler ; but 
the truth was this, the good doftor was 
one of thofe who are always mo/l cautious 
how they carry on their mal-pradlices, till 
they are dete^ed once in feme notorious 
villainy, and then they pull off the made, 
and bid farcwei to even the fhadow of 
decency or virtue. — Narbonnez had long 
worn a femblancc of piety to the world, 
tiH the aflrair of Aurelia Guzman, and 
then he was entirely blown. Mod of his 
evil aftions were prcfently publifhed, and. 
altogether contributed to betray him, 
which being once done, he was lefs fcru- 
spulbus of concealing his deeds for the fu- 
ture, and would talk freely of fuch ex- 
ploits as his own, as before that period 
he would have afFcdled to tremble at the 
bare mention of; and this being the 
cafe, he did well to chufe the army, where 
there was little queftion but he might fol- 
low his lewdefl: and moft abandoned plea- 
fures without reftraint, provided that he 
did not interfere with thofe of others.

/which Ih^e .told her new lover fo plainly, 
that ^ at>ft thought, projjer tp 4eGft> and 
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tcavc her to ncr own Will j wliich, however 
pcrvcrfc he might deem ir, was, in this 
place at leaft, properly enough difpbfcd 
to maintain to her the littlfe (tore of com- 
fort fhe ftilt had left, which entirely de- 
pended on her not regarding the addrefies 
of any perfon whatfoever. 

Having paflcd through many towns of 
France, Narbonnez openly^ and if fame 
faid true, our hero prtvatefy giving a loofc 
rein to th^ir paffions, they at lengch yifited 
Calais, where ihey had not remained a day> 
before Gafpar received a letter from Vaf- 
qucz de GonfalvO, inclofmg an order from

tbelefs as it appeared to flow entirely from 
an unfeigned pietf^ be thought proper to 
pay due refped to the fpeech for the fake 
of the fpeaker, of whom he alfo, in hrs 
turn, intreated, if it were not afecret^ to 
be informed of the reafons which had in- 
duced him to quit his native country ; to 
which the good gentleman anfwered with 
the greateft affability, that he knew of no 
event of any confequence in his life, that

" y\ FTER the melancholy event of 
*'jnL my brother's death,'* faid Don 
Carlos, ^* 1 lived for a great while retired 
^^ at my country ieat, and would not be 
*^ feen by any but my mod particular 
^' friends, and fuch as came to condole 
*' with me for that misfortune, for which I 
^^ thought ail the wealth inherited by it 
•' to be but a poor recompence. — The

" ventuiti Ktde -did I imagine, that in a 

*' heart fo downcaft as mine, leroe would 

** find an avenue to enter. But it was 

^'olhcrwife, and I found that the mind 

** foftencd by grief, was not the Icfs flifcep- 

*• tft)te 6f this much mowr tender paffioo. 

** In fliott, juft at a time when I teaft ex* 

^* pefted it, I was caught in the fharc^ for 

^' I efpied at this court-ball a foreign lady, 

^^ who engroflld all my atcetition ; fhe was 

♦* under the conduA of an elderly gcntle- 

*• man. 
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*• man, who fecmcd to be extremely care- 
•* ful of her, and watched htr, as I 
'^ thought, with a caution that had the 
appearance of jealoufy. As I had fixed 
my eyes upon her in fuch a manner, 
** that I feemed to take notice of no Jjody 
elfe, a particular friend of mine came up 
to me, and flapping me on the fl^oulde^, 
Signor Don Carlos," faid he, ** you 
fccm to be quite fmitten with that lady. 
*« Do you know who flic is ?'* When I 
anfwered in the negative, ^ Well then," 
faid he,in a whifpcr, *♦ I can tell you that 
*^ flic is an £ngliflilady> that gentleman 
*^ is a^native of Ireland, and her guardian. 
[ If you pleafe, I can find the means of 
introducing you to them both, as I am 
"very >ycll acquainted with him, and we 
** often drink a bottle together." I thank- 
.** ed my friend for his kindnefs, and en- 
** deavoured to keep my eyes off the lady 
^^ as much as I could during the reft of 
*' the evening, that I might not make 
** myfclf remarkable by my behaviour ; 
V but in vain : I was ftill fo fixed in the 
^^ contemplation of her beauties, that I 

*• minded 
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minded i}ot any tiling which was psd*- 
^^ ling around nne, but more efpecially at 
•* my departure ; then I called one perfon 
** by another's name ; 1 took my fword in 
** my hand, and put my cane by my fide j 

in fhort, I made a thoufahd blunders ; 

my ideas being fo much taken up with 

the objeA I was about to quit, that 
*^ a total abfence of mind enfued, tilt I 
" was fuddenly roufcd by the lady's pafling 
" clofc by me, condudbed by the old gentle- 
** man to her carriage ; I then ftarted, and 
** made an effort to follow her: indeed I 
** do not know whether I Ihould not have 
** been rude enough to have pufhcd her old 
** gallant afide, and intruded my fervices 
" upon the lady in his Head, if my friend, 
^^ who was juft at my elbow, bad not 
*^ checked and prevented me. He begged 
** leave to accompany me home, and pcr- 
*^ ceiviag the ftrange agitation which the 
^* tranHtory view of this real beauty bad 
** occafioned in my mind^ be entered into 
*• a )Jifcourfe concerning her," by the 
•' way, wherein he informed me of all 
** that he knew concerning her, which, 

•* how- 
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^^ my friend, and was brought Intb the 
** prefence of my charmer, whom I found 
" to be very clofcly attended by her 
** guardian. For my parr< I was politely 
*^ enough received by him, as being in« 
troduced by Don Gomez ; but as to the 
lady, whether he always treated her fo 
or not, I could not at that time be fatiP- 
fied; but I found that during my riiit, 
•* I had little more of her company (not- 
withftanding the freedom faid to be al- 
lowed to women by her countrymen) 
^* than if (he bad been a native of Spain. 
*• The old gentleman indeed, 1 perceived 
" by degrees, to grow more converfible, 
*• and efpectally when the wine wat 
•* brought upon the table, of which, whea 
** he had drank pretty liberally, be threw 
*♦ of all diat referve that, at the firft ap- 
*^ pearance, had feemed to mark his cha- 
** rafter. He gave me an account of his 
*^ family and connexions, difcourfed of the 
*^ interefts of his own country, and of 
^^ other nations, and fometimes told (lories 
^* of loveand gjdlantiy. In eflfed, I found 
" him at laft, to be a very agreeable com-

^* ib (by of admittbg his ward into our 
V parties \ though we thought he ftili ap*' 
^^ peared to regard her with a very cautious 
^^ eye. Be that as it will, by my frequent 
yiftts, in fpite of all his care, I at length 
found opportunities of growing inti- 
'^ mate enough to venture to prefer mj 
^^ fuit to her, and was happy mrnot finding 
^' it difagrceable ; though,at the fame time, 
*^ the miftrefs of my afiedions informed 
^^ me, fhat Ihe was fo ftrongly bound by 
*^ her fathcr!$ w|ll,^th^;ibe could never 
t* think .of marrying without the confenc 
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^* of her guardian, and, befides, flie 
«( avowed herfelf entirely ignorant of what 
<^ he defigned to do with ber—* ^' Solne- 
«* times,^ faid fhe, *< I have tlk>ught by 
^< his tender affiduicies, that be intended

^ been as often led to recraft chat ofMnton, 
*' when I confidered that be never fpoke a 
^* word of fuch a matter to me, and that 
^ his cendernefs might, perhaps, nrare pro- 
^ perly be conftrued into that of a parent, 
^^ than of a lover ; yet he frequently fays, 
^^ that he looks upon me as one of the fa- 
^ mily already, and hints that I fball 
^^ ihortly be related to it. All I can ga- 
*^ ther from this is, that if he has not any 
^ thoughts of me himfelf, he intends me 
^ for a kinfman of his, who has been a- 
*^ broad ever fince I was left to his charge, 
" fo that I have never yet feen him j but 
** expcft that pleafure when we return a- 
♦* gain to Ireland/*— I was fully fatisSed 
" with the franknefs of my miftrefs's de- 
^* claration, and not a little pleafed that my 
** rival (if fuch he where) had never yet 
f^ been introduced. The more I knew of 

^* Madame 
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Madacne Sidney^ the te(s could I brook 
the thoughts of iofing her, fince I found 
^Vthe beauties ;f)f her.mind to be equal to 
^^ tboie of hex peribn. Indeed I never faw 
*^ any* in myjudg^ment^ that could equal 
^^ her, either in le0& or accomplilhments. 
^^ She profe0td a lively and found under- 
** (landing, was prudent, afi^ble and fin<- 
^* cere, and had been extremely attended 
to in the article of breeding : ihe danced 
and fang vi^dl, and fpoke French as cor** 
redly as a native of this country. This 
^^ was the lajiguage in which we diicouried 
^^ together, though flue feemed capable 
^^ enough of holding a conver Cation in 
«« 5pam(h ; buc her diffidence would not 
<^ let her attempt it. • . . But here I muft ftof^ 
^^ fhort with my defcription, which had aU 
^^ moft made me forget to tell you, that 
*• in the courfe of our correfpondence, my 
*< roiftrefo informed me, that I had a rival 
«< in the perfon of one Don Rodrigo de* 
«^ Caftro, who had moft eameftly and im^ 
^^ portunatety fought to be admitted into

[^ approved both by herfelf, and her guar-

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*^ diaii^ and told fo in as police a manner at 
^ could be ufed for theconveyancc of fuch 
^ a denial, he ftill continuing his intni-^

*^ and even fometimes to attempt forcing 
**an entrance with the fervanrs, till at

•^ ways to go armed, and to bring (bme 
^ trufty friend or fervant along with me ; 
faying (he would get her guardian to 
fpeak to the Corre^dor once more, that

^ In the mean time I went and came as 
^* ufual, but began* to think I perceived

^VnaoTf I ibmetimes thought he locdted n 
^^ if be wUhed to fpeak with me upon the

^ confequence. might be hia fbrbiddiog tAe

^ One night, as I wasr, within about half a 
^ mile'of Madrid, meditating on this mat-

*^ to be, and would not willingly take away 
** your life •, fince you are fo ftrangely bent 
^* to leek mine, it will i>e fafer fbr me, 
** and more honourable fbr you, to have 
^^ a meeting when we are both prepared. 
•* I fear you not : if you have as much 
^ courage as you would make me believe 
•* you poflcft, name your time, place, and 
** weapons ; but let us not meet at night, 
** like affaflins, but in the face of day- 
^* light, like gentlemen, and men of ho-

** This propofal fcemed to pleafe my 
•* rival, who immediately drew near, when 
** perceiving that feveral people were 
*^ coming up, I counfelled him to (heath 
^* his fword, and fired my piftol in the 
** air : we then fettled the place of our 
•• meeting, where I attended him the next 
i^ nx)rnmg fingly, by agreement ; though 

•* indeed^ 
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•* indeed, at firft, rather with a view of ' 
** cxpoftulating with him once more, than- 
** of engaging him, if it were any

V in the law,. fhe^.ed; hitQ the writings, 
" iPA g^y^ hirp npy deppfition. He ad* 
^* vifed mp, ho^evcrj to ke^p ouJt of the 
^ way a little, while be. and thg reft o/ my; 
*.* friends made up the noattcr wUKout 
^* ever bringing it to a public iflue. Xhi$ 
f* was accordingly done, ^nd fu<:cecded 
** -.veil in every poim bm oa^, which ^as, 
*^ that though I W4S permitted, in the 
^^ courie of a few weeks, tQ appeat again, 
yet I have never fince fecn my miftrefs, 
fhe and hec guardian having departed 
*^ in ths me^n tiwfi, as I fupppfei on stc- 
[^ ^Quntof the noife that this affair made, 
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^ and embarked at one of the neareff ports 
•• for Dublin. It is in fcarch of that lady 
*< that I am now making this voyage^ 
•^^ which if Heaven profpers with (Qccc&f. 
•'• I hope will be the means of uniting u» 
^ for everi and making me happy in aa 
^^ amiable fpoufe, which I cannot help 
^^ looking upon to be one of the greateft 
•• bleffings upon earth." 

Such was Don Carlos's relation, who«^ 
during the courfe of the voyage, was never 
feparated from our hero.— The firft fcttmg 
out of the veflcl was profperous, but when 
they were, got into the Irilh Sea, a fudden 
ftorm of wind arofe that -threatened 
every moment to deftroy her. In the midft 
of this tempefl, land was difcovered ; but 
it was then a very unwelcome fight, as it 
was far from the port they were bound 
for, and on a coaft infamous for rocks ^d 
fhoals, towards which, in fpite of all their 
efforts, they found themfelves inevitably 
driven,— At length the failors themfelves 
began to fear, and the paffengers betook 

themfelves to prayer, and other holy exer-

lies, and receive his abfolutlon. In the. 
mean time, it is not to be fuppofed that, 
our Jefuit had not his fears himfelf, a^. 
well as the reft of them $ but if he had^^ 
he was prudent enough' to conceal them,' 
and fo bold as to foretel that tliey wouldt^ 
arrive fafely at Dublin 5 a prophecy which,^ 
by encouraging the mariners, contributed,, 
pi^rhaps, in fome meafure to its own com-i 
pletion; but what increafed their faith, 
and excited their wonder ftill more, was 
the following circumftance* When night 
came on, and the ftor^ was not a whit 
alwted, a lee-fhore, with a ledgt of rocks' 
prcfented to. the view afcene,wheretriariy at; 
gallant Ihip had perifhed : the veflel leakyj 
the crew tired, and the wind ftill driving 
them towards that fatal place which'moft 
they ftrove to avoid, two- iailofs on thi 
yard began a dialogue, in which they 
called the reverend fathcr^s veracity ' in 
queftion ; ^nd one of them, who was a 
Lutheran, could not help .faying, in hii

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anger, •• He wouH throw the Jcftrit' ib» 

•• of a b h over-board, if he were com* 

•• inander, and he would be d n*d if 
^* he did not think that would lighten the 
•• fliip, and give them a ftir Wind into the 
•* bargain.** But while he fpoke thus, 
probably attending more to his (jpccch, 
than to his work, a fudden fqualV gave a 
jirk to the yard, which broke its braces, 
and, whirling with a Violent motion, it 
threw them both off; one of thefe fell 
upon a heap of fails, and thereby re- 
ceived but a flight hurt, but the Luthe- 
ran tumbled into the fea, and thereby 
bade fair himfelf to lighten the fliip of its 
burden. But Gafpar, who was walking, 
or rather ftumbling about upon the deck, 
perceiving the man's misfortune (but ig- 
norant of the fpeech he had made) inform- 
ed the mate inftantly of it, and begged 
he would order a grating to be thrown 
out to hihi, which with his own h^nds he 
aflifted to heave 'out of the (hip ; iTaying, 
he doubted not but the failor would be 
faved.

Ireland^ which ic was faid a native of L.t« 
neric, who had htety been at Rome, had 
aflured his holinefs might ibon be refitored 
to a flourifliing condition : notUng, ho«r-- 
ever was more apparent than that, either 
through malice or - misfortune (if it weir 
really true that he did fo) he had given • 
wrong information, as Gafpar eafily found v 
for having placed his fifter in one of thefe 
private foeietiet, which yet remain under 
the name of Nunneries in Ireland, he fet 
himfelf to examine the ftate of the catho- 
lics in that kingdom; where he found),^ 
that, among the higher rank of people^ 
they were dimini&ed to a very few, whom 
the wifdom of government thought fit fuf^ 
ficiently to keep under, by double taxes, 
and ieveral prohibitions ; and that in. one 
part of the ifland, their very oppofites,.the 
northern fedlaries, had been tranfplanted, 
and fcrved as a check upon them, while 
the chief body of their profeilion was re* 
duced to a rude, wild, and impotent rab* 
ble ; and even thefe were daily decreafing 
in proportion ai they faw theadvanuges 

refuit^ 
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refdtiag ft'Ofti a real or pretended dtanger 
ef their religious fentiments: and if iti 
themfelverthe alteration were but feigned^ 
m their childten the force of educatiotr 
made it r^^/.—In fhorr,,be every day heard 
of abjuiadona^ made by the catholics 
but never of profelyces gained by thttn^ 
vhich indeed could not be confidered as a 
(iibjeft of any great wonder, where fpiriv 
tual reftitude and worldly. advantage wertt- 
joined, aa it were, hand in band,* to aUm^ 
t^fe who had erred to the paths of truths 
and to offer them what was, at the fam^ 

time, conducive to their ^temporal and eter^ 
nal advantage. 

Gafpar feeing thtfe things, wondered 
much at the charge he had i^dved, and

Jefuit afterwards took* the care of a lidb 
gentlemaii^s confcience, which^ in abaoc 
a twelTemonth^s jtiEne, became (^ vdrjf 
fijueatnilfa, that it was troubled with fti^ 
queiit qualrm, left he (hould not h^re 
chofen a right religion; to quiet whichy. 
or rather for the fake of the remiffion- el 
one half of his taxes, and the oflibr c^ a 
place at court, he turned Proteftant, and* 
told all his tenants they were in a rea#^ 
road to be d— n'd, if they did not da thi^ 
feme. 

A Jcwifli profelyte next employed Gaf^ 
par's cares, and he found him very lincem 
and zeabus; but he was foon eafed c^ 
the toil he took for his foul's goedv 
by fome of the more zealous Hebrews 
privately murdering him, in honour of 
their nation, and to the greats faiisfa(^k>te 
of all the true fons of Abraham. 

The laft perfon to whom our good fill- 
ther officiated asconfefibr,wasayouaglrifli 
baroner, who was a good catholic^ thou^ 
he could fcarcely be fty icd a good man, fincc 

He 
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he gave into all manner of lewdnefs^ dnm-* 
kennefsy and debauchery; yet he waar 
very charitable to the church» and always 
rdkiy either to fubmit to the penance or- 
dered him, or elfe,. which was better^ to 
buy it ofiV at the expence. of a great 
number of.mafies; fo that Gafpar.and 
be never fell out for. (bme years that he. 
fiaycd with iiim ; during which time his, 
fifter was obliged to wait on an Irilh. 
lady, whoUkewife fometimes required his. 
ipiritual advice and afliftance. 

Gafpar himfelf all this while wentoa 
deceiving the common people of the 
ifland, fuch as. we have* defcribed them^ 
with falfe miracles, pretended revelations, 
and a thoufandof chofe frauds, which the 
church of Rome deems pious, and which 
her members have too often fandlified by, 
their example. Thcfe he often turned 
to his own private emolument, deferred as 
he was by the members of his own focicty 
in Rome, in France, and Spain, and likcr 
ly to reap but little fuppprt from thofejn 
Ireland. The accounts be had tranfmitted 
ivcre doubtlefs little pleafing to the former, 

if 



if the purport of their boafts in their let* ; 
ters to him were true ; and as to the latter, 
whatever they might have to beftow, they 
were not fond of making him a partakejr 
of, becaufe he had refufed to fecond 
many ftories, which it was their opinioti \ 
fhould be authorized and encouraged; 
but this was a point from which he thought 
he ihould draw little advantage in belying 
his confcience. 

While things pafled thus, he had often, . 
from time to time, feen Don Carlos, who 
had failed of carrying his point with Mifs 
Sidney ; but was not without hopes that 
it might yet be brought to bear. He had 
feen and converfed with M. Oberne, fince 
his arrival in Ireland, and found that he 
was far from having himfelf any defigns 
upon his ward ; but he originally intended 
her for bis nephew, of whom, however, 
he faid, he had in fome meafure changed 
his opinion.

"When the reft of the company were re- 
tired, Carlos drew our prieft afide, and 
ag^in difcourfed him upon the fubjeA of 
renouncing his religion ; a matter which

Kgion itfelf, and only difliking a formal 

abju^; 
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abjuration^ which he now^ however, was 
brought to agree to for the fake of pro* 
pertjr, and for the benefit and exaonpTe of it; 
, As foon as he returned home, he wrote 
to Ireland, to invite over his fifter, whofe 
lady was by this tinie dead, and fhe placed 
at an acquaintance's, where fhe was once 
xno;^ upon her own hands *, fhe therefore 
readily enough clofed in with the propdfaf^ 
and came over with all expedition to Eng- 
land, where her brother, not without 
ibme impatience, waited to receive her* 
, When ihe heard of his change, fhe at

Iii 
ihort, fhe is brought to confent to all but 
abjuringy and is a proteflant in every thing 
but the name.
